That Massachusetts' automobile laws 
are more and more being looked upon 
as the 
standard 
for 
excellence 
is 


shown by tho fact that New York of- 
ficials have recently been in 
confer- 


ence with Chairman 
Sohier 
of 
the 
Massachusetts highway commission, in 
order to obtain suggestions to be em- 
bodied in a report to the New York 
legislature, urging that the laws of 
that state be brought up to the Mas- 
sachusetts standard. 
In New York, no operating 
license 


is required except in 
tho 
case 
of 


persons operating for hire; any man 
who can beg, borrow or steal a car 
may opera.le as long as he likes, pro- 
vided he takes no money for it. In this 
state it is illegal to operate a car un- 
less pno of the occupants is a licensed 
person, and even the right to operatfl 
without a license, if accompanied by 
a licensed person, may be taken away 
by the highway commission. 


Members of the highway commission 
feel strongly that this power to take 
away the privilege of operating is one 
of the most valuable features of tho 
Massachusetts .law,'because it has been 
found that many . operators who 
care 
nothing fur the fine usually imposed 
after conviction on a charge of oper- 
ating in a reckless manner hesitate to 
incur the suspension of license which 
is Msually the result of such convic- 
tions. 
Just how little control tho state of 
New York has over automobile oper- 
ators is shown by tlio fact that not 
only are the professional drivers the 
only ones who are licensed, but the 
secretary of 
state has 
discretionary 
powers as to whether a chauffeur's li- 
cense, shall be taken away 
in 
any 
given case. A man convicted of man- 
slaughter in a fatal automobile acci- 
dent may appeal to the secretary of 
state, and it that official 'faces lit 
to 
permit it, the operator responsible for 
the death may retain his license. 
In no case may 
the secretary of 
state take away a license without the 
recommendation of a court justice; in 
Massachusetts, the highway 
commis- 
sion upon .its own initiative may sus- 
pend or revoke any license, 
and 
in 
case of court conviction for 
any of 


the-more serious offences, such as op- 
erating while under the inlluence of 
Intoxicating liquor, 
operating 
in 
a 
reckless manner, or going away with- 
out stopping after causing, an accident, 
the license must be revoked, no dis- 
cretion being left to the 
commission, 
tnlesK the judge 
before 
whom 
the 


onviction is made recommends to the 
commission that the license should not 
bo revoked. 
There is no provision in the New 
York law for revoking 
tho registra- 


tion of an automobile, and .although a 
car • may be known to be uncontrolla- 
ble, it may bo operated on thn New 
York highways. In Massachusetts only

Do not permit your grocer 
to charge you more for sugar between 
now and De.r. 1 than you have been 
paying, on the ground that there is 
a shortage, and that it in costing him 
more. 


There, is ;i temporary sugar -shortage, 
due to recent heavy exports to France 
to meet a serious deficiency there. 
This will be relieved by Dec. 1, how- 
ever, by the new beet sugar crop and 
importations from Hawaii. Meanwhile, 
the sugar you buy will be of the old 
cane sugar crop which already has re- 
moved from the producer and refiner 
to the jobber a.nd retailer at. prices 
which should insure its reaching the 
consumer nt about H cents a pound. 


Any advance will not bo simply to 


cents. 12 pounds for $1, anywhere in 
the United States. This price is based 
upon the agreed figure of 7.25 for all 
now sugar at seaboard refining points, 
with allowances for fair, middlemen's 
profits and freight charges. 
The fact that prices will come down 


should not. distract the public 
from 
sugar conservation. Tho sugar supply 
IE short, and will remain short. 


In France the sugar ration is ap- 
proximately one pound per month per 
person. 
If tho United States would 
cut us consumption to five pounds per 
person, the whole 
sugar 
situation 
would he paved. 
We now use about 
seven pounds per person per month.

Continuing Mr. Hall described the 
tragic disappointment of the 
people 
there, whose spirits were kept up'for 
weeks by tho promised arrival last 
Christmas time of the .American relief 
'ship Caesar, which would have meant 
life to thousands, but which never ar- 
rived owing to tho refusal of Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary to grant 
her safe passage to Beirut. 
The Caesar, a. naval collier loaned to 
the Red Cross by t h e - n a v y depart- 
ment, left New York months before 
the entry of this country into the war. 
a_s a "Christmns ship" for tho needy in 
Syria, carrying more than a quarter 
of a million dollars' worth of food and 
clothing contributed in this country. 
"Day after day the poor, starving 
people along- the coast and through 
the mountains looked and prayed for 
the coming of the 'American ship,',/' 
Mr. Hall said. "The country was can- 
vassed by well organized committees, 
the needy were, listed, the 
work 
of 
distribution was thoroughly prepared, 
offices were opened ;md men chosen 
tn direct the distribution. 
The peo- 
ple waited. 
Their hopes were'ralsed 
high. 
"Week 
followed 
week 
and month 
followed month—in suspense the peo- 
ple daily looked out to sea for her— 
but the ship which meant life and 
hope to thousands never appeared. .She 
was held by 'military necessity' while 
the people starved. 
" 'God has forgotten us" was heard 
again and again as hopeless and hun- 
gary they stood face to 
face 
with 
death by starvation. 
"If the Caesar had arrived it would 
have meant that other ships would 
follow, hut her failure to come diishcd 
all hope for relief. 
Her cargo was 
sold and the funds finally found their 
way to Beirut for the purchase and 
distribution of food there, but there 
was little food to lie bought. 
"We know for a fact that thousands 
of our friends there will die this win- 
ter, 
despite the great good that can 
be accomplished 
by sending 
funds 
America to buy what food can he ob- 
tained on the ground for distribution 
in an effort to save as many as P£S- 
sible." 
The city of Beirut is as sorely af- 
flicted as the mountain districts, Mr. 
Hall went on, and day or night one 
hears tho cry along the streets "L am 
hungry- give me bread." 
This is not 
from beggars but from laborers and 
tradesmen, people who 
have 
known 
the comforts of life. 
"In Jerusalem," he continued, "one 
cannot pass along a street 
without 
being beset for prayers for aid. There 
are mothers 
with babes pulling at 
their barren 
breasts 
and 
children 
whose parents have 
succumbed 
and 
left them to face starvation alone. 
"Syria and Palestine have no story 
of massacre or deportation, but these 
districts, once prosperous

Fitzsimmons until he sank into his 


final stupor fought for his life as ho 
had 
fought for victory 
in tho ring. 


Physicians derla-red life was prolonged 
several days hy tho grim determination 
of the man, 
Mrs. Filzsimmons, who was with her 
husband during his illness, suffered a 
nervous breakdown last Thursday and 
for a time it was believed her condition 
was dangerous, but she noon recovered 
and resumed her vigil at his bt-dsirle. 


"Rob was a great fighter and a good 
husband," said Mrs. Fltzsitnmons. "Ho 
worked hard on the theatrical circuit, 
and I believe the exposure between tho 
acts and tho draft which blew through 
tho wing's caused his illness."

Tho unsatisfactory 
condition of the market makes the ob- 
taining of material of suitable kind 
and quality at a. reasonable price a dif- 
ficult problem. Consequently the sat- 
isfactory settlement of this question 
is, at this time, of more than ordinary 
difficulty. 
As you know, considerable 
interest has been shown in the prop- 
osition to change from our blue uni- 
form to one of khaki. 
Upon consid- 
eration of the question in its various 
aspects it has seemed to fall into three 
divisions: (1) changing 
the 
present 
blue to cotton khaki, (2) changing to 
woolnn khaki (;l) retaining the blue 
uniform. 


Of these, number one, changing to 
cotton khaki was decided to bo un- 
desirable because (if tho imsuitability 
of a cotton uniform for winter wear. 
I am of the decided opinion that to 
ask, or to allow the members of the 
regiment to wcnr such 
material as 
cotton khaki in severe whiter wuathyr 
would bo extremely unwise and detri- 
mental to their health. 
Apropos to 
number two, changing- to woolen kha- 
ki is attractive, but. at present, im- 
practicable hficause of throe reasons— 
first, the dithculty of obtaining woolen 
khaki at this time, and second Us high 
cost—tho expense of a private's uni- 
form -would be not loss than Slf>. and 
third, the possibility of objection from 
the United States government to tho 
regiment's wearing it. This hritms us 
to the conclusion that the third prop- 
osition-retaining the blue uniform— 
the best by far, for our adoption

In St. Peter's Orphanage is shel- 
tered the neglected child, the child 
taken from vitiated surroundings, or 
from dissipated parents, or the child 
by divine decree left parentlcss;

receive the loving care of the Sisters 
who consider it a. privilege to rear 
these little ones for God. 
Here the 
girls are taught sewing, embroidery, 
etc., 
also trained in household ways; 
tho boys are

Besides in the schoolroom 
the regular diocesan schedule is fol- 
lowed as far as possible; typewriting 
is taught, also music and where a 
child has talent, piano lessons' are 
given.

Fought Hard for His Life 


Fltzsimmons until he sank into hU 


final stupor fought for his life as ho 
'had fought for victory in tho ring. 
Physicians declared life was prolonged 
several days by the grim determination 
of the man. 
Mrs. Fltzsimmons, who was with her 
husband during his illness, Buffered a 
nervous breakdown last Thursday and 
for a time it was believed her condition 
was dangerous, but she soon recovered 
'and resumed her vigil at his bedside. 
"Bob was a great fighter and a good 
husband," said Mrs. Fitzsimmons. "He 
worked hard on the theatrical circuit, 
and I believe tho exposure between the 
•acts and the draft which blew through 
the wings caused his Illness." 
Robert, Jr., son of the dead pugilist, 
is expected to arrive here from New 
York today.

Fitzsimmons was horn 
In Helsten, 


Cornwall, England, June 4, 1862. His 
parents, however, soon moved to New 
Zealand.

The 
former champion's ring career began 
i? a winner of a lightweight competi- 
tion promoted by Jem Mace at Timaru, 
N. Z., in 1S80. He defeated four men, 
knocking out three of them and thus 
become tho amateur champion of the 
country. Tho next year he defended his 
honors, defeating five opponents in ono 
night 
Came (o America in 1SOO 


Filzsimmons continued at tho forge 


for the next six or seven years, but al- 
ways was ready to fight. 
After fight- 


ing three battles with Jim Hall, then 
regarded as the middleweight champion 
of 
Australia, 
Fitzsimmons 
came 
to 


America In 1800. He was one of thj 
lightest men to win the heavyweight 
championship. Ho rarely weighed more 
than 165 pounds when in condition and 
pave way as much as 50 pounds to some 
opponents.

FRANCE'S COLONIAL SOLDIISIIS AIVE 


ELATB1J AT OPPOHTUNl-JT TO 


FIGHT AGAINST GERMANY 


PHENCII FRONT Tcorrospondenco of 


tho Associated Press).— "You white mon 
are forced to fight; wo are volunteers," 
say proudly France's colonial soldiers 
v.'hon they reply to questions as to the 
reason for their coming to Europe 
to 


fight. Whether they come from Sene- 
gal, Madagascar or Somaliland, all of 
them express gladness at the opportun- 
ity to pay off old scores for cruelties 
committed on their kindred In the Ger- 
man colonies in. Africa, tho 
news 
of 


which has been spread among 
them 


from ono end of the continent to the 
other by their mysterious methods of 
communication. 
All of them know of 


the fate o£ the Herrero nation in Ger- 
man Southwest Africa, where 
only 
a 


few wandering- groups remain alive of 
what once was a powerful negro tribe. 


Undoubtedly the most popular of the 
French colonial volunteers are the coal- 
Lilack Senegalese. Their courage in the 
field and their devotion to their white 
onlccrs have become proverbial. 
The 


mentality of these tribesmen is almost 
infantile in its simplicity, but they are 
quick to learn. 
Their adaptability is 


such in warlike matters that they have 
become expert in very short time with 
all the most modern weapons. 
Many of 


them before coming to Prance have un- 
dergone training in the 
colonies 
and 


consequently are acquainted "with Euro- 
pean drill and discipline. 
Others are 
raw recruits, who are 
exercised first 


when 
they 
reach 
French 
soil. Tho 
eagerness of all to acquire proficiency 
with the new weapons is such^'lhat even 
In their hours of rest in their instruc- 
tion camps they may be seen. In groups 
exercising witli them and repeating the 
words of command In French, which 
they rapidly learn. 


It has been asserted erroneously that 


negro troops are not able to support the 
strain of a bombardment.

tainly have been instances in which a 
company of Senegalese, when 
all i's 


•unite olficers have been picked off by 
German 
sharpshooters 
has 
hesitated 


during an advance, but this was merely 
because they did not know what to do.

Mill and the defense of Craonne and the 
California and Casemates plateau ha.v< 
all been scenes of the heroic courage of 
the nej;ro troops under artillery fire of 
the most terriiic character. 


A battalion of Senegalese

on the spot where the village of Floury 
had stood on the Verdun front, during 
the heaviest of the fighting there, made 
an advance, during which their flank 
reached almost to the fort of Douail- 
muiit. Then they walked into an enfi- 
lading fire from dozens of German ma- 
chine guns. 
The French commander, 
Captain Chauvin, ordered his men
